LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY OF WISCONSIN; 


Broun and held at Madison, W. T., on Monday, the fifth day 
of December, in the year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred 
and forty-two, in conformity with the provisions of the act entitled 
“an act relative to the sessions of the legislative assembly ;” being 
the first session of the fourth legislative assembly. 


At twelve o’clock, M., the roll was called by the secretary, when 
the following members, who had presented certificates of election, 
appeared and took their seats, viz: 


From the district composed of the counties of Brown, Mani- 
touwoc, Sheboyagan, Calumet, Fond du Lac, Winnebago, Mar 
quette and Portage—Morean L. MARTIN. 

From the district composed of the counties of Milwaukee and 
Washington—Hans Crocxer, Lemvet Warre and Davin New- 
LAND. 

From the district composed of the counties of Walworth and 
Rock—Crariss M. Bager and Epwarp V. Wurron. 

From the district composed of the counties of Jefferson, Dane, 
Green, Dodge and Sauk—Lucrvs I. BARBER. 

From the district composed of the county of lowa—Moszs M. 
STRONG. 

From the district composed of the county of Grant—Joun H. 
RounTREE. 

From the district composed of the counties of Crawford and St.

A quorum being present, 
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On motion of Mr. Newland, 

The Hon. David Irvin, associate justice of the supreme court, 
was introduced, and the oath of office administered by him to 
members who had not been previously sworn. 

On motion of Mr. Strong, 

Resolved, That Nelson Dewey, Esquire, member elect from the 
county of Grant, (who appeared without a certificate,) be called to 
the clerk’s table, and sworn. 

Mr. Dewey thereupon presented himself at the clerk’s table, 
and the oath of office was administered to him. 

On motion of Mr. Newland, 

Mr. Strong, of the county of Iowa, was appointed president pro 
tempore. 

Mr. Whiton moved that Daniel F. Kimball be appointed ser- 
geant-at-arms pro tempore. 

Mr. Crocker moved to lay the motion on the table; 

Which was agreed to. 

Mr. LaChapelle moved that John V. Ingersoll be appointed 
secretary pro tempore. 

Mr. Whiton moved to lay the motion on the table; 

Which was disagreed to. 

Mr. Martin then moved to postpone the question on the motion 
pending, until to-morrow; / 

Which was agreed to. 

Mr. Martin moved that the secretary be directed to inform the 
house of representatives that the council have temporarily organ- 
ized, and are ready to proceed tu business; 

And, pending the question thereon, 

Mr. Whiton offered the following resolution in lieu thereof, viz: 

Resolved, That the secretary of the council inform the house 
of representatives that the ceuncil have elected a president pro 
tempore, and are prepared to proceed to business; 

Which was rejected. 

The question then recurred on the motion of Mr. Martin, when, 

Mr. Whiton moved to amend the same by striking out the 
words, “the secretary be directed,” and inserting in place thereof, 
the words, “iwo members of this body be appointed ;” 

Which was disagreed to. 
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And the question again recurring on the motion of Mr. Martin, 

it was put and determined in the affirmative. 
On motion of Mr. Newland, 

Resolved, That the standing rules of the council of the last 
session be adopted as the rules of the council at its present session, 
until others be adopted, except as to the number of officers named 
in the forty-sixth rule. 

The following message from the house of representatives, was 
delivered by the clerk thereof, viz: 

“Mr. President: I am directed to inform you that the house of 
representatives have organized pro tempore, and are ready {0 pro- 
ceed to business.” 

Mr. Newland presented the following, viz: 

Resolved, by the council and house of representatives, that the 
standing joint rules of the two houses of the last session, be 
adopted as the joint rules of the two houses at its present session, 
until others shall be adopted; ` 

And the question being taken thercon, it was determined in 
the affirmative. 

On motion of Mr. Martin, 

Resolved, if the house concur, that a joint committee, of two 
members from each house, be appointed to wait upon his excel- 
lency, the governor, and inform him that the two houses of the 
legislative assembly arc temporarily organized, and ready to re- 
ceive any communication he may have to make to them. 

And Messrs, Martin and Whitor were appointed on said com- 
mittee on the part of the council. 

The following message from the house of representatives was 
delivered by the clerk thereof, viz: 

“ Mr, President: J am directed to inform the council that the 
house of representatives have adopted the joint rules of the two 
houses of the last session, for the government of the two houses 
at their present session, until others are prepared and adopted; and 
have appointed Messrs. Walker and Hopkins of the committee on 
their part, to wait upon his excellency, the governor, and to in- 
form him that the two houses are now temporarily organized 
and ready to receive any communication he may have to make to 
them.”

Mr. Martin, from the joint committee appointed for the purpose, 
made the following report, viz: 

« The joint committee, appointed to wait upon his excellency, 
the governor, and inform him that the two houses of the legisla- 
tive assembly are now temporarily organized, and ready to receive 
any communication he may have to make to them, repurt: that 
they have discharged the duty assigned them, and that the gov- 
ernor informed the committee, that ‘not conceiving that the legis- 
lative assembly had authority by law to meet at the present time, 
he had no communication to make to them; ” 

Which was read, and 

On motion of Mr. Newland, 
Ordered, to be laid on the table. 
On motion of Newland, 
The council adjourned until 10 o’clock to-morrow. 


TUESDAY, December 6, 1842. 


The following message from the house of representatives was 
delivered by the clerk thereof, viz: 

“Mr. President: The house of representatives have passed a 
‘resolution relative to the appointment of a joint committee te 
inquire into the legality of holding a session of the legislative 
assembly at the present time,’ in which I am directed to ask the 
concurrence of this house.” 

The resolution referred to in the feregoing message was there- 
upon read a first and second time; and, 

On motion of Mr. Whiton, 

The council was resolved into committee of the whole, Mr. 
Dewey in the chair, for the consideration of said resolution; and 
after a short time the committee rose and reported the same with 
an amendment. 

The amendment was concurred in, and the resolution was, on 
motion, ordered to a third reading. 


The resolution was thereupon read a third time and passed, and 
the title thereof agreed to. 
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The president laid before the council the report of John Y. 
Smith, commissioner of public buildings, together with accompa- 
nying documents. [See Aprrnprx “A.”] 

Whick was read: and, 

On motion of Mr. Martin, 

Ordered, to lie on the table. 

The following message from the house of representatives was 
delivered by the clerk thereof, viz: 

“Mr. President: The house of representatives have concurred 
in the amendment of the council to the ‘resolution relative to the 
appointment of a joint committee to inquire into the legality of 
holding a session of the legislative assembly at the present time; 
and have appointed Messrs. Darling, Tripp and Meeker, of the 
committee on their part, under the said resolution.” 

The president thereupon appointed, on the part of the council, 
Messrs. Crocker, Martin and LaChapelle, of the committee re- 
ferred to in the foregoing message. 

On motion of Mr. Newland, . 

Ordered, That the report of the joint committee appointed to 
wait upon the governor, made on yesterday, be taken up and re- 
ferred to the joint committee just appointed. 

On motion of Mr. Martin, 
The council took a recess until 4 o’clock, P. M.

WEDNESDAY, December 7, 1842. 


The president laid before the council a special report of the 
register and receiver of the Milwaukee and Rock river canal; 
which was read and, on motion, laid on the table. [SEE APPEN- 

pas B.”] 

- On metion of Mr. Barber, it was 
Ordered, that the couneil proceed to the election of a presi- 
dent. 


Whereupon Messrs. Newland and Rountree were appointed 
tellers.

The president (Mr. Dewey in the chair,) then declared that 
Moses M. Strong, having received six votes, a mujority ofall the 
votes cast, was duly elected president of the council. 

On motion, 

A committee of two, consisting of Messrs. Newlandand Whiton, 
were appointed to-conduct the Hon. Moses M. Strong’ to the 
chair; whence he returned his acknowledgments to the council, 
as follows: ` 
Gentlemen of the Council : 

When first elected a member of this body, a little more than a 
year since, I felt deeply impressed with a sense of gratitude to 
those by whose partiality I was elevated'to so honorable a station, 
and now, when re-elected to the same plate for four years, by a 
greatly increased majority, in the face of the most violent opposi- 
tion of many of my political opponents, called down upon me' by 
the course I thought it my duty to pursue ‘at the last session of 
the legislative assembly, I cannot but feel that my obligations to 
my constituents are vastly increased, and that I owe them a debt 
of gratitude that my best services in their behalf will but illy dis- 
charge. 

But, gentlemen, if to be thus repeatedly elected a member of 
this body demands at my hands such expressions of my feelings 
towards my constituents—in what manner can I express to you 
the thankfulness, which I most sincerely feel, for the high honor 
‘you have conferred upon mein calling me to preside‘over your. 
deliberations ? 

I am constrained to attribute this honorable distiriction; more 
to your approval of my past political coutse—which.I am happy 
to believe has accorded with the views of amajority—than-to any 
personal considerations,’ and I can only assure you that it shall-be 
my: constant endeavor, by governing my-{uture course by the 
same principles upon which I have hitherto acted, to merit for 
that course your continued approbation. 

The legislative assembly at its present session finds itself, by 
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the unprecedented, unjustifiable, and anarchical actior (or rather 
refusal to act,) of the executive, involved in a new and most un- 
pleasant. situation. 

The two houses, after their temporary organization, in accord- 
ance with established usage, have by a joint committee informed 
the executive of their organization; and that they were ready to 
receiye any communication he.might have to make to them; he 
has in reply, denied the right of the legislative assembly to con- 
vene, and has declined holding any communication with them. 

It is believed that this is the first instance, in the history of re- 
publican governments, where a governor, especially one not ‘de- 
riving his just powers from the consent of the governed,’ has, 
because he finds himself unsustained by the people under his 
government—ot without a party favorable to his ambitious views 
among the representatives of the people, attempted to subvert all 
legislative government, by refusing to co-operate with the people’s 
representatives in exercising his legislative functions. 

But, strange as it may appear, that crisis in our affairs has ar- 
rived; and the man whom the president of the United States has 
appointed as the governor of this Territory, has refused to recog- 
nize the people’s representatives, as such, in their representative 
capacity; and so far as any action of his can effect that result, this 
government is absolutely dissolved, and has reverted to its original 
elements. 

In this crisis, it becomés us to reflect seriously upon the course 
that our duty to those whom we represent requires us to pursue; 
and it appears to me, that while we should extend towards the 
course of the executive all that courteous forbearance which its 
extraordinary character will admit of, we should with becoming 
firmness, tempered with moderation, take care that the people’s 
rights are not sacrificed at the shrine of executive ambition, and 
that by no act of ours, do we lend the slightest sanction to that 
wild and reckless spirit of anarchy and misrule which appears still 
te retain possession of the executive brain. 

Gentlemen, I am fully sensible that my inexperience in the 
‘duties of the station to which your partiality has called me, will 
render me continually dependent upon your indulgent forbear- 
ance; and while it shall be my constant endeavor to discharge 
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those duties with promptness and impartiality, it cannot be other- 
wise than that I shall often find myself in error; but itis a source 
of conselation to know, that whatever errers I may commit, you 
have the power of correcting them on appeal to your better judg- 
ment; and I hope that no fear of wounding my pride of opinion 
will prevent a frequent exercise of that right. 

Permit me again, gentlemen, in conclusion, to tender to you 
the lively sense of the gratitude which I entertain, for this mark 
of your distinguished favor.” 

On motion of Mr. Crocker, 

The council then proceeded to the election of secretary, assist- 
ant secretary, sergeant-at-arms, messenger, and fireman. 

Messrs. Whiton and Dewey were appointed tellers. 

Mr. LaChapelle nominated John V. Ingersoll for the office of 
secretary. 

Mr, Baker noininated Horatio S. Winsor for the office of assist- 
ant secretary.

Mr. Whiton nominated George Beatty for the office of secreta- 
ry; and 

Robert Moore for the office of fireman. 

Mr. Barber nominated Benjamin Wilson for the office of mes- 
senger. 

The ballots having been received and counted by the tellers ap- 
pointed for the purpose, it appeared that, for the office of secre- 
tary of the council, 

John V. Ingersoll received seven votes: 
George Beatty received two votes; 
William R. Smith received one vote? 
Blank, one vote. 

For the office of assistant secretary— 
Horatio S. Winsor received nine votes; 
Charles Stephenson received one vote. 

For the office of sergeant-at-arms— 
Charles E. Brown received eight votes; 
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E. Newell received one vote; 
James St. Clair received one vote. 

For the office of messenger— l 
Joseph Jones received eight votes; 
Benjamin Wilson received three votes. 

For fireman— 

John A. McKissan received eight votes; 
Robert Moore received two votes. 


Whereupon, John V. Ingersoll, of Crawford county, having re- 
‘ceived a majority of all the votes given for the office of secretary 
of the council, was, by the president, declared duly elected to that 
office. 

Horatio S. Winsor, having received a majority of all the votes . 
given for the office of assistant secretary, was declared duly elect ° 
ed to that office. 

Charles E. Brown having received-a majority of all the votes 
given for the office of sergeant-at-arms, was declared duly elected 
to that office. 

Joseph Jones having received a majority of all the votes given 
for the office of messenger, was declared duly elected to that 
office. 

John A. McKissan having received a majority of all the votes 
given for the office of ft fireman, was declared duly elected to that 
office.

THURSDAY; December 8, 1842. 


The journal of the previous day having been read and cor- 
rected; 

Mr. Baker offered the following resolution, and moved the con- 
sideration thereof, viz: 

Resolved, That the territorial treasurer be required fo report 
forthwith, to the legislature, the state of the treasury, pursuant to 
the fourth section of an act, erititled “an act to provide for the ap- 
pointment of a tetfiforial treasurer, and fo define his duties.” 

Mr. Barber moved to lay the resolution on the table;

Your committee, in‘the examination of the several subjects 
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which have been referred to them, have deemed it their duty from 
the great importance of these subjects, to give them a patient and 
dispassionate investigation, in’ the course of which, the laws of 
congress, and of the territory, connected with the main question. 
before them, have been attentively referred to and considered. 

-Your committee will proceed to express their views in the or- 
der in which they are sought by the resolution. 

jst, Is there any valid objection to the legislative assembly 
holding its session at this time? 

Your committee suppose that by the spirit of this inquiry, is 


meant, - whether there is any law of congress or of this territory, . 


which would prevent the holding of a session of the legislature at 
this time, or would render invalid or nugatory any law which it 
might pass. 

The law of congress, organizing the territory, provides that “the 
time, place and manner of holding and conducting all elections 
by the people, and the apportionment of the representatives.in 
the several counties, to the council and house of representatives, 
according to the population, shall be prescribed by law, as well 
as the day of the annual commencement of the session of said le- 
gislative assembly.”—(Organic act, sec. 4.) Accordingly, the le- 
gislative assembly have “ prescribed by law” that “ the regular 
session of the legislative assembly shall commence on the first 
Monday of December, in each and every year.”.—(Revised Stat- 
utes, page 157.) 

In pursuance of that law, the members of the council and house 
of representatives, did meet in their respective halls, at the capi- 
tol, on the first Monday of December, 1842, and commenced the 
session of the legislative assembly, hy organizing their respective 
houses in the usual manner. In conformity to the long establish- 
ed usage, they adopted a joint resolution appointing a committee 
to wait upon the governor and inform him of ‘the organization of 
the two houses, and that they were ready to receive any commu- 
nication he might have to make to them. To this customary 
message,of courtesy to a co-ordinate branch ef the legislature, 
the governor made the following reply: “Not conceiving that the 
legislative assembly had authority by law to meet at the present 
time, he had no communication to make to them.” 
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He refusés'to make any communication to,thé legislature, be- 
cause, hê says he conceives they have no authority-to ritet at the 
present time. Why the legislature has not a right fo meet at the 
present time, he hay not thought proper to inform them, and your 

_ committee cannot, from any reason by him assigned, determine, 
whether it is because the “present time” is not the proper time, ot 
whether it'is because the members of the legislature are not legal- 
ly elected as such. ‘Fhe governor, no doubt, with some object 
in view, has seen fit to withhold from the legislature and the pub: 
lic, his reasons for so extraordinary a course of conduct. And 
as your commilttee can imagine no other,-they have presumed, 
that if the legislative assembly has-not the authority by law to 
meet at the present time, the only reason is the one that.rumor 
and the public press have assigned, viz: that-ina law passed af 
the last session of congress occurs the following-paragraph: “No 
session of the legislature of a territory shall be held, until the ap- 
ptopriation for- its expenses shall have been made.” “Your coim- 
mittee have been unable to discover any other law, either‘ofcon- - 
gress‘or of the territory, which will furnish any ‘ground of excuse 
for the singular conclusion of the goverhor; but aware that a like 
opinion has obtained to somé extent out of doors, your commitiee 
will proceed, as well as they are able, in the short time allotted 
to them, to expose the fallacy of such an opinion. 

The act of congréss “making appropriations for the civil and 
diplomatic expenses of the government forthe year'1842,” ap- 
proved May 18, 1842, contains the usual appropriation for the 
payment of the expenses of the annual séssion of the legislative 
assembly of the territory ef Wisconsin. -`The amount thus'appro- 

4 priated is $20,000. If any doubt exists as to the intention of 
congress in regatd tõ the application of this appropriation, it wilk 
be’removed by a mere examination of the séveral acts of congress: 
which have béen ‘passed since the- organization of our territory, 
making: “appropriations' to defray the ‘expensés bf ’our legislatúre: 
The title of the: act last referred to is in‘itself convincing proof to‘ 
your committee, that the amount appropriated was for thé express 
purpose of defraying thie expensés of the session which we are 
now hélding; but tó réineve all doubt,’ the committee’ will briefly’ 
réfer to tlie several appropriations. made" by congress for defraying 
ihe expenses of the legislature of this territory.

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The appropriation for the first session of the legislative assem- _ 
bly, which was held in the fall of 1836, was but nine. thousand 
dollars, the. estimate being predicated - -upon the usual expenses 
of the territorial legislature of Michigan, a body of but thirteen 
members. To meet,the deficiency caused by this inadequate ap; 
propriation, congress by the act of 3d of March, 1837, appropria- 
ted the further sum of $15,765 16 “for the payment of arrear- 
ages” due for the expenses of the first legislative assembly, By 
the same act was appropriated the further sum of $86,765 for the 
expenses of the second session of the first legislative assembly. 
By the act of 6th April, 1838, $25,000 were appropriated for the 
first session, and by the act of 3d March, 1839, $25,000 for the 
second session of the second legislative assembly. The act of 
the 8th May, 1840, appropriated $34,075 for the first session, and 
the act of 3d March, 1841, $20,000 for the second session of the 
legislative assembly. And the act of 18th May, 1842, appropri- 
ates $20,000 for the expenses of the present, being the first ses- 
sion of the fourth legislative assembly, 

If it be supposed that the $20,000 last approptiated, were in- 
tended to meet the payment of “atrearages,” created by a defi- 
ciency in the appropriation of previous sessions of the legislature, 
the impression will be removed by reference to another part of 
the same act, making an appropriation “for the arrearages and ex- 
penses for the legislative assembly of the territory. of lowa.”. An 
appropriation for a similar purpose for Wisconsin, would have been, 
expressed in like words. That territory was, similarly situated 
with Wisconsin, the expenses of the legislature. exceeding the 
amount of the appropriations, but the exact amount of the arrear- 
ages of the expenses of that territory being known, a definite, sum 
was appropriated for their discharge. A portion of the arrearar, 
ges of expenses of Wisconsin, consisting of disputed.items, and, 
the amount not being ascertained, no definite sum,could be appro- 
priated. It was attempted when the. act making. appropriations, 
for the civil and diplomatic expenses of the government for.the 
year 1842 (in which the above appropriation of $20,000 is in- 
cluded) was before, the house of representatives, to,appropriate 
the further sum of $24,000 to coyer the arrearages of expenses. 
. of our legislature, for previous years, but their extent not being 
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known, as we have above stated, the last item was omitted, the 
chairman of the committee of ways and means declaring his intén- 
tion of introducing a bill for the purpose of providing for the pay- 
ment of such arrearages as were chargeable to the treasury of the 
United States. Accordingly, on the 29th day of Augustlast, con- 
gress passed a law, “for the settlement of certain accounts for the 
support of tlie government of the territory of Wisconsin.” 

By this law, no définite sum was appropriated, but the account- 
ing officets of the Treasury Department were directed lo audit and 
séttle those accounts. By the act of 18th May, 1842, the sum 
of $27,125 was appropriated to defray the expenses of the legis- 
lative council of the territory of Florida, and by the act of 29th 
August, the accounts and arrearages of expenses of that territory 
were directed to be audited and settled, in the same manner as 
those of the territory of Wisconsin. 

Yet, so far as has conie to the knowledge of your E 
no doubt has ever been entertained in either of the territories of 
Towa or Florida, but that their legislatures have an undoubted 
right to hold their annual session without any further act or ap- 

- propriation by congress, By reference to that part of the act of 
18th May, making appropriations for the territory of Iowa, it will 
beseen that no part of the sum appropriated for arrearages shall 
be used for any other purpose, than for the payment of those ar- 
rearages, Now if,as it is possible the governor may suppése, the 
$20,000 last appropriated, was “for arrearages of expenses,” why 
was it not limited arid restricted to that specific object, as was 
done in the appropriation for Towa ? 

No money shall be drawn’ from the treasury of. the United: 
States, but in consequerice of appropriations made by law, and in 
such law must be expressed the precise nature and object of such 
appropriation. And your committee believe since the organiza- 
tion of the government, no instance can be found, where congress 
has made an appropriation for arrearages of expenses in any branch 
or department of the government, unless it be so expressed in the 
law making such appropriation. Had ‘such been the object of.the 
appropriation, nów in question, your committee cannot but think 

it would Have been sd expressed. ` 

The mere fact that’ a Ss has every year since the osganiza- 
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.tioh of our territory, appropriated what they thought would be # 
sufficient amount to defray the agnual expenses of the legislature, 
previous to the holding of the annual session thereof, is conclu- 
sive evidence to your committee that the appropriation of $20,- 
000, contained in the act of 18th May, was intended to defray the © 
expenses of the present session -of the legislature. But if any 
doubt could exist it would: he removed by reference to the act of 
29th August, the object and intention of which was.to pay and 
discharge all arrearages of expenses of the legislature of Wiscon- 
sin, owing-to the legislature having incurred an annual debt great- 
er than the annual appropriations of congress. i 

Thé object of the act last referred to was to relieve the territory 
from its pecuniary embarrassments, not to crush it, by. ‘depriving 
it of the invaluable privileges of legislation. 

It cannot be supposed by any honest and rational mind, that it 
was the intention of congress to deprive the people of Wisconsin 
of all the rights of legislation, or that having failed to include, as 
itis possible the governor may suppose, an appropriation to defray 
the expenses of the present legislature, in the usual law, they 
would afterwards, on the last day of the session, pass another law, 
prohibiting a session of the legislature because they had failed.or 
neglected to make such appropriation. In looking at the usual 
course of congress in defraying the expenses of our legislature, 
no doubt exists in the minds.of your committee, tkat in passing 
the act of 29th August, it was: their belief that the appropriation 
of $20,000, previously. made, was. to cover the expenses of: the 
present legislature. a8 

By the Ith section of the organic act, there is “to be appropri- 
ated annually a sufficient sum to defray the expensesof the legis- 
lative assembly,” .and by the act of the territory already quoted, 
“the regular session of the legislative assembly shall commence’ 
on the first Monday of December in each and every year.” 

- These acts are.plain, explicit, and unrepéaled, and if it be true 
that congress have not “appropriated. annually, a sufficient sym to. 
defray the,expenses of the.legislative assembly,” and if true, that 

for ikat reason, “the regular session of the legislative assembly” 
éannot “convene on the first Monday of December,” then are. 
both. these laws to that extent repealed.. But can it be-believed 
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that congress ever intended, by,:to say the most of it, so.strained 
and. remote an inference, to repeal laws which lay at the very 
foundation of our political existerice?. Such a construction would 
bean insult to the understanding and the good faith of the con- 
gress of the United States. 

But itis said, that whatever may.have been the. intention.of 
congress in making the appropriation, it has in point of fact, been 
received by the secretary of-the territory and paid out by chim in 
defraying the expenses of the ast session of the legislative assem- 
bly. A conclusive answer to this is: of this we know nothing 
officially; and ifthe governor possessés any information upon this 
subject, he has not deigned to communicate it to the legislature. 
But assuming such to be the fact, does it affect in any degree our 


right to sit as a legislative assembly? dt must be borne in mind 
that the restriction upon our legislative powers, arises only from 
the want of an appropriation; not for the want of money in the 


treasury of the United States, nor from the misapplication of that 
money to any other purpose, nor even the refusal of the Treasd- 
ry Department to pay it out when made, nor from any circumstaa 
ces’whatever, except the want of an appropriation, Yourxom- 
mittee admit, that ifno appropriation had been made, there can be 
no session of the legislative assembly at the present timet 
made, the mere fact that the secretary has not yet received the 
same, can furnish no valid objection to the legislative assembly 
holding a session at the present time. 

Your committee are at a loss to know upon what ground the 
governor refuses to meet the legislature; whether it’ is because no 
appropriation has been made, or whether, if made, ithas been mis- 
applied by the Treastiry Department, or the secretary of the terri- 

tory. Hf the .appropriation has been made, we have clearly the 
right to hold a session of the legislature. If made, what evidence 
have we that it has been misapplied, or if so, that the full amount 
will not: be forthcoming before the expiration of the time limited 
by law for the close of the session? If, as we contend, the appro- 
priation has been made, there was, on the 29th of August'last, in 
the treasury of the United States, io the’ credit of Wisconsin, at 
least 40,000 dollars, being the amount of the appropriations, and 
a sufficient ‘sum to defray arrearages of expenses of former sés- 
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sions; andif'the sum of 20,000 dollars Has been misapplied in the 
payment of arréatages, it léayes an equal amédunt in the treasury 
tobe applied as originally intended, to defray the expenses of the 
- present séssion. While your committee are fully of the opinion 
thatthe matter will be satisfactorily adjusted at the Treasury De- 
partment, and that the secretary will return with the appropriation, 
yet-we cán have no assurance that the governor will then recog- 
nize our right to sit, because he might not consider it as the iden- 
tical and spécific-suim appropriated by Congress. 
in examining this part ofthe subject referred to us, in every 
light in which it has presented itself to our minds, we cannot hes- 
tate to give it as our decided opinion, that there is no valid objec- 
tien tothe legislative assembly holding its annual session at the 
present time, by reason of no appropriation having been made by 
Gongreéss 
Ja ‘considering the second question referred to us, your com- 
mittee feel that it is one of great delicacy and importance, and 
its-decision may seriously affect the prosperity of Wisconsin. Your 
-conmnitieé are aware that there are many importantsubjects, deep- 
ly affecting the interests of the people, upon which they are now 
anxiously desiring legislative action. 
Aifew of the more important of those subjects your committee 
will ‘briefly refer to, that the legislature and the public may form 
‘some idea of the necessity of holdirig a session at the present time, 
Some, immediate legislative action is required in relation to the 
acts and condition ef the Milwaukeé and-Rock River Canal Com- 
pany. With this subject the legislature is sufficiently familiar; 
without requiring at this time an extended notice. Your commit- 
tee would merely suggest, that some legislative action is required, 
toascentain the condition ef the bonds, to the amount of 100,000 
dollars, issued to aid in the consttuction of the canal, and whether 
the same have been recalled by the goverhor—the amount for 
which the territory is actually liable on account of said canal— 
and to lease the water power at Milwaukee, if the property of the 
territory—and to save from forfeiture for taxes, about seven thau- 
sand acres of canal lands under mortgage to the territory. On 
the 20th ef this month, your committee are informed that these 
lands will be forfeited for taxes,.to redeem which about three 
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kindred. dollars is required. A suit is now-pending against tha 
territory on one of the canal bonds, amounting to one. thousand 
dollars, involving some important questions, and.possibly. heary 
pecuniary liability on-the part of the territory. To defend: this 
there is no person authorized by law, in whom.your. committee 
have any confidencé. During the present winter-the offices..of 
canal commissioners will expire by. their own limitation, and 
should there be no session of the legislature, the -governor may 
appoiat these officers, as he has heretofore done, in violation-of 
all law. Under.the present laws he may force into market all-of 
the unsold canal lands, amounting. to about one hundred thousand 
acres, and thereby involve the territory with the general govern- 
ment; and, without responsibility, assume the control. of a large 
amount of public money. 

Suits are now pending in favor of the territory: against James 
BD. Doty, governor of said territory, as a public.defaulter, which, 
on account of the term of the court to which’ the. suits have. been 
removed at the instance of the defendant, being limited:to one 
week, can never be brought to an issue; and thus if his excellency 
can succeed in preventing all legislation, he. may-riot with impuni- 
ty upon the property of the territory, and bid. defiance to all her 

` courts and judicial proceedings. 

It will be recollected also, that the term of office of:.the com- 
missioner of public buildings expires.with the.close.of the-present 
session of the legislative assembly, and cannot be supplied, ex» 
cept by a joint ballot of both houses of.this assembly. Inasmuch 
as this officeris the agent of the territory in conducting those suits, 
and the only person who has.any authority in law-to procure the 
attendance of witnesses, and generally superintend their manager 
ment, hence a failure to elect such officer by. the legislature, 
would be placing the.management.of-those suits, in. which a large 
amount of the money appropriated by congress for the erection of 
our public buildings is pending, in. the hands‘of his, excellency, 
who is the principal defendant.. How far-this could have been 
an influencing motive to induce.his excellency. tu:the extraor 
dinary course he-has-taken, ‘your. committee will not. express an 
opinion. ,

less :the:-means: be furnished . by the territory, it will:be seriously 
injured, if-not totally ruined., 

At the session of 1840, the legislature passed a a law authorizing: 
thei issuing of territorial bonds to the amount: of ..$7,000, bearing 
an.interest of ten per cent., for the purpose of finishing the capi- 
tol. - At-the Jast.séssion a bill passed both Houses, requiring the 
treasurer;to, pay to the’ contractor for finishing the capitol, the sum 
$1,700, part of the money appropriated by congress to aid in.the 
erection of our capitol, which is now in the hands of said treasu~ 
‘yer, This bill the governor refused to return to the legislature,. 
” in. consequence.of which it did not become a law, Without fur- 
ther act of the legislature, the money must remain in the handsof , 
the treasurer, thereby subjecting the-territory to loss by the-pay-° 
ment of a high rate of interest. 

Add:to these the many other sulyjects constantly occurring in a 
newly. settled and rapidly growing’ country, and the legislature can 
form some definite opinion.of the necessity of holding its session- 
at this:time. ; 

Yet, notwithstanding this pressing necessity, and. the important 
subjects to be-brought before the legislature, your committee are 
constrained by a sense of duty, to report that, in their opinion, it 
is inexpedient to hold a session of the, legislature at the present 
time. To this conclusion yaur committee are forced by the act 
of the. governor himself, who, in violation of all law, has refused, 
for reasons. which may be appatent, to hold any communication 
with the legislature. Your committee have not thought it neces- 
sary 10.enfer upon a discussion of the question whether the legis~ 
lainte can enact. laws without .the: concurrence of the goverior, 
but inasmuch. as.serious doubts are entertained upon this subject, 
they are led to the conclusion above stated. 

_ The legislature Have done all that the law, daty to-their éoustite 

uentis, or: courtesy to the governor, a co-ordinate branch: of the 
legislature, have required. . If consequences .injurious to the: ter- 
ritory result from the.course which wé recommend, Jet thé; respon~ 
sibility rest upon the head. of him. who invoked it. - 

The opinion of the committee as to the third subject referred to, 
them may be gathered from the views already expressed. They: 
cannot but consider-fhe conduct of the governor, in refusing to ` 
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recet the legislature, as extraordinary, unwarranted by any princi- 
ple of reason or law, evincing a disposition to bid defiance to the 
will of:the people, and a total disregard of their interest. Such 
conduct deserves the reprobation of the legislature, as it will most 
assuredly receive the condemnation of an injured and insulte 
territory. l 

Courtesy to the representatives of the people, similar to that 
extended by them to him, should have induced the governor to 
have assigned, in respectful terms, his reasons for not meeting or 
recognizing the legislature. These reasons he -has withheld, and 
standing in an attitude independent of the will ofthe people, he 
treats their representatives with insolence and contempt, and dis- 
regards the laws of the territory which he is sworn to obey. 

Upon the last question referred to them, your committee have 
to say, that, waiving the question whether there ean be a session 
without the concurrence of the governor, yet as they are-aware 
serious doubts are entertained by many upon this subject, your 


. committee are led to the conclusion thatit is expedient to adjourn 
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the present session of the legislature sinedie. But sensible that 
in the mean while the interests of the territory will materially suf- 
fer should there be no session until the first Monday of December 
next, your committee would recommend the adoption of a memo- 
rial by the two houses, asking congress to pass some law which 
will enable the legislature to convene at an earlier day. 

We deem this recommendation necessary, as the governor may, 
from year to year, refuse to meet the legislature, as he has done in 
the instance before us. 

In conclusion, your committee respectfully beg leave to report 
the following resolutions for the action of the legislature, as em- 
bracing the conclusions to which they have arrived: 

Resolved, by the council and house of representatives of ‘the 
territory of Wisconsin, that in their opinion the congress of the 
United States did, on the 18th day of May last, appropriate the 
sum of $20,000 to defray the expenses of the legislative assem- 
bly of the territory of Wisconsin, commencing on the first Mon- 
day of December, 1842, and that there is no law, either of congress 
or of this territory, which would prevent the holding of a session 
of the legislature at the present time, or would render invalid or 
nugatory any law which it might enact. 
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Resolved, That while we entertain the opinion that there cam 
be no objection to the legislature holding a session at the present. 
time, by reason of no appropriation having been made to defray 
its expenses; yet, inasmuch as doubts are entertained whether 
there can be a session of the legislature without the concurrence 
of the governor, we deem it expedient that the present session ot 
the legislature adjourn without day. 

Resolved, That the conduct of the governor, in refusing to meet 
the legislature at the present session, thereby preventing all legis- 
lation, and centering all power in his own hands, is unparalelled in 
the history of this government, and a gross violation of all law, 
evincing an utter disregard of the will and interests of the people, 
and of those laws which, as governor of the territory, he is sworn 
to support—and that his refusal to assign reasons for so extraor- 
dinary a course, is an insult to the legislature and the people of 

- Wisconsin. 


Resolved, That for the reasons set forth in the foregoing report, | 


it becomes the duty of this legislature to memorialize congress, and 


call for such relief as the nature of the case may require.

- Gentlenien of the council, 


and of the house of representatives: 

The legislation of congress having preverited the legislature 
from holding its annual term in December last, and believing that 
the public interest will be promoted by a session, I have deemed 
it my duty, an appropriation being now made by congress to pay 
the. expenses, to. appoint a special session to be held at this time. 
This duty has been performed in conformity to the provisions of 
the act of Wisconsin, entitled “An act relative to the sessions of 
the legislative assembly,” to enable you to legislate upon the sub- 
jects‘upon which the people are now anxiously expecting legis- 


lation. 


I therefore meet you oñ this occasion, being informed by your 
committee that the two houses are now convened for the purpose 
of holding a special session, and respectfully solicit your attention 
to the following, as some of the objects of “public interest” which 
in my judgment require legislative action. 
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A change or modification of the present form of government, 
by restoring to the people their right to elect their officers, and 
thus rendering the county and territorial -officers responsible to 
them for the performance of their official duties, is a measure of 
great interest and importance. 

If-the bills lately pending before congress granting this privi- 
lege, and for the passage of which we have all been solicitous, 
shall not have become Jaws, I would again recommend the sub- 
mission of the question to the inhabitants of the fifth division of 


the North-West Territory, who, by the ordinance of 1787, and | 


subsequent acts of congress, are authorized “to form a permanent 
constitution and state government,” whether they will now exer- 
cise this right, and ask admission into the Union. 

For the purpose of bringing this question to the notice of the 


people, that the relative merits of a tetritorialand state government | 


might be investigated and discussed, and their opinion known, I 
deem it my duty, both to the United States and to Wisconsin, to 
suggest to the electors the propriety of casting a vote upon it at 
‘the annual election in this territory held in September last. In 
several counties few votes were given, and the returns ftom others 
were imperfect. No result_can therefore be stated, except the 
apparent satisfaction of the people with the present government, 
and with its administration from the period of its institution. 

But as this government was not established by the inhabitants 
of the territory, and as the power has been conferred on congress 
to admit a state with a population less than sixty thousand, it is 
desirable that a law should be passed authorizing a vote to be.an- 
nually taken upon the question, “whether a._permanent constitu- 
tion and state government shall be fotned?” 

The prs? which has been created to defray the expenses of the 
legislature, and the charges upon the territorial treasury, for the 
payment of which no provision was made by those by whom it was 
incurred, demand your immediate consideration. ‘The holders af 
bonds and scrip, and indeed all of the public creditors, have a 
right to their money; and the people have also a right te. know 
by whom, and for what objects, this debt has been created. 

_ Lask also that it may be adjusted and paid—that the Srare of 
Wisconsin may enter the Union FREE FROM DEBT. 
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Sixty-one “canal bonds” have been returned to this office: Nos. 
1, 2, 3, and 57 to 100, by the late agent, and 37 to 51 by the 
cashier of the Bank of Vernon, and I recommend that they be 
cancelled, 

. From every quarter of the territory, we learn from the people 
thata more .rigid econumy in the public expenditures than has 
heretofore prevailed, is expected by them. 

The fees of officers, the expenses of the courts, and of the town 
and eounty governments, are much greater than in many of the 
most respectable states in the Union, and every body admits that 
they greatly exceed the value of services rendered. So long as 
the people are taxed to pay the expenses of litigation, parties will 
be found to institute suits, and the terms of the courts be protract- 
ed to an unreasonable length. 

The present system of taxation is acknowledged to be unequal 

in its rates, defective in its details, and in nits operation most grossly 
unjust. 
' By many it is regarded as as nima and therefore void: 
whilst others view it as nothing less than a system by which the 
estates of the property-holders are forfeited to the office-holders 
and tax-title speculators. 

The printing for the legislature it appears has cost about fifty 
thousand dollars—a sum which must appear very extravagant to 
those at least who are acquainted with the value of the work per- 
formed. ‘There was paid to one establishment the enormous sum 
of eleven thousand dollars for the ordinary printing of the two 

. houses for the session of 1838-39. 

I would respectfully recommend the passage of a law to provide 
| for the appointment of a territorial printer, and to fix the rate for 
_ which he shall be paid for his work. 

Heretofore the printing has been performed under a resolution 
of one or both of the houses, at indefinite rates, and without the 
‘concurrence of the executive. That it has been done in a very 
loose and irresponsible manner, without supervision, is proved by 
| the errors which have been detected in the journals and laws; and 
| by the fact that a printer on a bill for printing for one session, was 

able to charge and receive $1270 -00 more than he was entitled 
| to—of which he was afterwards convicted. 
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The distributive share of Wisconsin, of the nett proceeds of the 
public lands,remains undrawn in the treasury of the United States. 
Its amount to the 30th of June last, was one thousand and eighty- 
two dollars and forty-five cents. The territorial roads leading west 
from Astor, Milwankee, Racine, and Southport, would be greatly 
benefitted by the application of this fund to the repairs which are — 
required upon them; and I have no doubt -that the inhabitants | 
along each route would be willing to give an equal amount of | 
labor to the same object, that these important thoroughfares may , 
be rendered more useful to the public. l | 

I should be glad to see this sum appropriated to this or some | 
other beneficial object, before itis drawn from the treasury of the 
United States. 

The extensive and valuable trade which is ET upon the | 
Wisconsin river, and the rapidly increasing settlements upon its | 
borders and tributaries, demand that such means should be em- | 
ployed as are within the control of the loginiature; to improve the 
navigation of this stream. 

An appeal to congress by a memorial, if sustained by the dele- 
pik tor undoubtedly influence that body to grant an appro- |

priation for this object; which has ever been regarded by those | 
acquainted with the faculties which this river and the Neenah 
afford for a steamboat navigation between the Mississippi and 
Lake Michigan, of great national importance. | 

A very rich agricultural and mineral country, lying on the heads 
of the streams between the Mississippi and Wisconsin rivers, has{) 
attracted the attention of emigrants during the past season, and 
settlements have been formed-at several points. For their con- 
venience, and io facilitate the farther settlement of that country, 
as also for the purpose of establishing a communication with theẸ 
copper mines on the Montreal river, I respectfully recommend 
that a territorial road be established from Prairie du Chien, by the} 
mills on Black and Chippewa rivers, to the shore of Lake Superior} 
at the mouth of the Montreal. i 

No other expenditure will be required upon it at present thank 
to mark the route of its location, as prairie ridges may be followed} 
tothe Chippewa, and perhaps beyond. The five per cent. fund} 
to be paid by the counties of Crawford and St. Croix into the 
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treasury, it ispresumed, would be sufficient to defray th the expense; 
and I therefore recommend that it be so appropriated. 

In conclusion, I beg leave to assure you that it will give me 
great pleasure to unite with you in the adoption of such measures 
as may be proposed by you, which are calculated to promote the 
general welfare'of the territory, It is expected of us, I think, by 
the people, that we should hold a short term, and confine our labors 
chiefly to the amendment of the laws now in force, rather than the 
enactment of new ones; as almost every new law brings additional 
taxation, or produces greater evils than are remedied.

The provisions of this bill create a civil office, and confer tk 
pawer to appoint the person to fill that office upon the council an 
house of representatives. 

This transfer of the appointing power from the governor a 
council to the council and house of representatives, I conceive, 
a violation of the ordinance of 1787, and of the 2d and 7th se 
tions of the act entitled “An act establishing the territorial go 
ernment of Wiskunsan.” The provision of the latter section; 
that “ the governor shall nominate, and by and with the advi 
and consent of the legislative council, shall appoint all judrcial 
ficers, justices of the peace, sheriffs, and all militia officers, exce 
those of the staff, and all civil officers not herein provided for 
“ Vacancies occurring in the recess of the council shall be fill 
by appointments from the governor.” 

The territorial property is not in the possession of the coun 
and house of representatives; nor is it placed by any law un 
their exclusive control. Ifthe superintendent does not take g 
care of the property, or is guilty of misbehavior, there is no 
vision made for his removal; neither is there to fill a vacancy, 
to preserve the property from waste or destruction. The asse 
bly sits but seventy-five days, and can therefore know what is 
actual condition of the public property but a few days in the ye 
The superintendent is required to give a bond in the penal ș 
of two thousand dollars only, when the value of the public prop 
ty which will be delivered to him will exceed forty thousand; di 
lars. Ido not think these provisions sufficiently guard and secu 
the interests of the territory. 

The bill creates a new office, and transfers to it all the duti 
of the librarian and commissioner, with a salary of three hund 
dollars and perquisites, but does not abolish those offices. 1! 
librarian would still be entitled to receive three hundred dolls 
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a year, and the commissioner [the compensation] now allowed 
by law. 

i ‘The 8th sec. provides, that “the superintendent shall receive a 
ssalary-of threé hundred dollars, to be paid by the secretary of the 
Horritory out of the fund appropriated by Congress to defray the 
texpenses of the legislative assembly. ” 

, Ifthis fund can be appropriated to pay the salary of this officer, 
i do not see why the salary of every other officer under the terri- 
Htorlal laws may not also be paid out of it; especially if they be 
acalled “agents of the legislative assembly,” and styled “superin- 
fondent of territorial property, rights, or interests.” 

J Having no knowledge that this salary has been estimated for by 
mhe secretary of the treasury, or that it isan object which hasbeen 
Bpproved by congress, I have no reason to believe that it would be 
maid at the treasury. I conclude that ic would be in the same sit- 
pation as the scrip and bonds heretofore issued, and eventually be 
barged upon the people of this territory. 

The act of congress of the 29th of August, expressly provides; 
hat “no act, resolution, or order of the legislature of any territory, 
Mirecting the expenditure of the sum (appropriated for its ex- 
Penses) shall be deemed a sufficient authority for such disburse- 
ments, and no payment shall be made or allowed, unless the sec- 
etary of the treasury shall have estimated therefor.

“Mr. President: I am directed by the governor to return to the 
legislative council a bill entitled ‘An act to provide for the elec- 
tion of a territoris] printer, together with a message in writing.” 

The president laid before the council a message from the gov- 
ernor on executive nominations;

Also, the following message from the goveinor, viz: 

“To the Legislative Council: 

The bill entitled ‘An act to provide for the election of a terri- 
torial printer,’ is herewith returned without my signature, and I 
respectfully submit my objections thereto. 

ist. It requires the territorial printer to give a bond ‘to the ter- 
ritory of Wisconsin.’ It is well known to every lawyer, that no 
suit or indictment can be maintained in her name; and that for 
this reason all prosecutions for violations of the laws of the terri- 
tory are, and ever have been, in the name of ‘the United States.’ 
A bond given to a minor might as well be sued and collected in 
the name of the minor. A territory does not possess any portion 
of the sovereignty of a state; and until she becomes a state, the 
entire sovereignty over her is in the United States. She is com- 
pelled to enforce her laws in the name and by the authority of 
that government which she represents, and in virtue of which all 
her laws are passed. 

The supreme court of the United States have decided that con- 
gress possesses and exercises ‘the absolute and undisputed power 
of governing and legislating’ for the territories; and also, that 
‘congress exercises [over them] the combined powers of the gen- 
eral, and of a state government. =O Cranch’s Reports, 332—2 
Peter’s Reports, 546. - 
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The bond, therefore, does not, in my opinion, secure that ac- 
countability to which all public officers should be held. 

This section provides that the bond shall be deposited, with the 
clerk of the supreme court. The clerk is an officer of the court, 
and not of the territorial government. He is appointed by the 
court and holds his office during its pleasure. He is responsible 
to it for the performance of his duties; but the duty of keeping 
safely, and for the use of the territory, the bonds of public officers, 
is not enjoined upon him either by the court or by law. If he is 
guilty of misbehavior, or if he should destroy this bond, the as- 
sembly has no power to remove or punish him. It appears to me, 
therefore, that this section provides that a bond shall be given by 
the printer, which when executed will be good for nothing, and 
that when executed it shall be thrown away. 

2d. The 7th section conflicts with the act of congress, which 
declares that ‘no act, resolution, or order, of the legislature of any 
territory, directing the expenditure of the sum [appropriated for 
the support of government therein,] shall be deemed a sufficient l 
authority for such disbursement” This section declares that the 
receipt of the superintendent shall be ‘a sufficient voucher to au- 
thorize the secretary of the territory to pay to said printer the 
amount therein specified.’ 

The secretary has the right by law to judge for himself whether 
a voucher is ‘sufficient? to authorize him to make the payment; 
and if is also his right, because it is his duty, as I conceive, to de- 
termine whether the ‘amount’ charged by a public creditor is the 
proper sum to be paid for the service rendered. If the assembly 
was to declare that a favorite printer should receive eleven thou- 
sand dollars for a service .which was not worth more than five 
thousand, and which others equally competent offered and iwere 
ready to perform for five thousand, surely no one can doubt which 
sum ought to be paid by him. 

8d. The effect of the provisions of this bill will be te establish 
and maintain a press for the support of a political party, with the 
funds granted by congress for the support of this government, and 
te give to the newspaper published by it a circulation and prefer- 
ence over those issued. by other presses in the territoty; If the 
press thus selected should happen to be opposed to the adminis- 
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tration of the government of the United States, the interests of 
the territory would be. greatly prejudiced by it. 

If'every press was.allowed an equal opportunity to become em- 
ployed to execute the work, by an offer to give it to the lowest 
bidder who should give satisfactory. security, it could not then be 
controlled by the party which might have a majority in the assem: 
bly, or the service performed in any other than the most econom- 
ical manner—competition would secure economy, and preserve 
uspolluted the medium through which the people receive intelli- 
gence of public affairs and: of the acts of their officers. 

The assembly has before it several propositions, with a tender 
of ample security, to de the printing for the territory for a sum al- 
most one half less than this bill gives to the public printer for the 
same work. This alone would be sufficient to.compel me to 
withhold my assent.

“Sir: The legislative assembly of Wisconsin has, by a resolu- 
tion approved by the governor-on the 16th of December, 1839, 
requested me to protest against the extension of the military res- 
ervation of Fort Snelling to the Wisconsin side of the Mississippi 
river, with which I have now the honor to comply. 

A question of some importance will arise ifthe reservation is 
made, which I beg leave to state. 

The United States may reserve any portion of it from sale, but 
can it extend military jurisdiction over so.large‘a tract of country 
as is embraced.in the limits of this reservation, by the simple de- 
claration that it is necessary for military purposes? 

A Territory is a State under a temporary form of government. 
lt may be doubtful with some whether congress may exercise 
exclusive jurisdiction over this reservation, the purchase kav- 
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ing been without the consent of the legislature of that state. 
Against the exercise of that jurisdiction the legislative power of that 
state now protests. The subdivisions of the territory north-west 
of the Ohio are denominated “States” in the ordinance of 1787. 
And in the 3d section it is ordained, “that the laws to be adopt- 
ed or made (by the legislature) skall have force in all parts of 
the district.” , 

Tt also requires the governor “ to lay out the parts of the dis- 
tricts in which the Indian title shall have been extinguished, into 
counties and townships.” An exclusive military jurisdiction would 
be incompatible with the exercise of this power by the nee 
government. 

Iam advised that a copy of the resolution of the assembly of 
Wisconsin has been forwarded to the War Department, and I beg 
leave to refer to the reasons therein stated.

No legal tights can be acquired or created in 
or over the public lands otherwise than by the laws of the United 
States. Its provisions particularly conflict with the sct entitled 
“an act to appropriate the proceeds of the sales of the public 
lands, and to.grant pre-emption rights,” approved September 4th, 
1841, The tenth, eleventh, twelfth, thirteenth, and fifteenth 
sections of this act prescribe the manner and regulate the terms 
upon which settlers may occupy the public lands. 

I do not perceive that the provisions of this, or of the act to 
which this is amendatory, correspond with the title.

The council met pursuant to adjournment. 

Prayer by the Rev. Mr. Clark. 

The journal of the previous day having been read, 

A message from the governor on executive business was receiv- 
ed; also, 

‘ The following message from the governor was delivered by his 
private secretary, Mr. Charles Doty, viz: 
“To the Legislative Council: 

[have the honor to state in reply to your second resolution of 
the 8th instant, that it is provided by the 3d section of an act enti- 
tled ‘An act to appropriate the proceeds of the sales of the public 
lands, and to grant pre-emption rights,’ ‘that the several sums of 
money received in the treasury as the net proceeds of the sales of 
the public lands, shall be paid at the treasury, half-yearly, on the 
first day of January and July in each year during the operation of 
this act, to such person or persons as the respective legislatures of 
the said states and territories, or the governor thereof, in case the 
legislatures shall have made no such appointment, shall authorize 
and direct to receive the same. 

The legislature having failed at its session in February, 1842, 
to appoint a person to receiye the share due to Wisconsin, and in 
order that this fund might be placed on interest until it should be 
required for the use of the territory, in compliance with a commu- 
nication made to me ftom the Treasury Department in January 
last, I authorized David Lambert, Esq., to draw the distributive 
share of Wisconsin ina treasury note, bearing the usual rate of in- 
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| 

| 

terest allowed by the laws of the United States, if the secretary 
| of the treasury would allow the note to be deposited in the treasu- 
| ry of the United States, to the credit of the territory, deeming 
| that the proper placé in which to deposit it for security. 

| The secretary declined to issue this note, on the ground that 
he had no authority to make the payment in this manner; and I 
| have not since renewed the authority to Mr. Lambert or to any 
| other person, as the assembly was about to convene in special ses- 
| sion, when the letter of the secretary of the treasury, of the 30th 
| January, was received. 

| If, however, the legislature does not otherwise direct, I shali 
: deem it my duty to cause this fund to be drawn and invested in 
| treasury notes of the United States, that it may be upon interest 
| until it is appropriated by law. 

” Tsubmit herewith the correspondence between the Treasury 
| Department and myself on this subject, and as the letters ate the 
; originals, I respectfully ask that they may be returned to this of- 
fice after they are no longer required by the council for its use.

“ Tt shall be the duty of the said district attorneys to prosecute 
or defend in all. courts of the district for which they may be re- 
spectively appointed, all suits, applications, or motions, whether 
civil‘or criminal, in which the United States, the territory, the 
county, or any township is interested or a party, and give their ad- 
vice to the civil officers of their respespective districts, touching 
any matter in which the public have an interest.” 

The attorney who is to be employed by the board will perform 
the duty, and receive the pay of an officer. Icannot therefore, 
‘and from the character of his duties, but regard him as a judicial 
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or civil officer, who must, according to the act of congress to es- 
tablish the territorial government of Wisconsin, be appointed by 
the governor and council, and be commissioned by the governor. 

Where there are several counties in the same judicial district, 
it will be impossible to determine which board shall “employ? the 
attorney to attend to the suits in the district court in which “ the 
United States or the territory may be interested, or a party.” 

The territorial government ought, in my opinion, to select the 
person to represent the territory and protect its interests in the 
courts; and I believe that this power cannot be delegated with 
safety to those interests. 

The 2d section repeals so much of the act above cited as fixes 
the salary of the attorney generslat two hundred and fifty dollars, 
and declares that he “shall hereafter receive such compension for 
his services as the legislative assembly may think proper.” Ifit 
is intended that the * legislative assembly,” as here used, shall be 
construed to mean the council and house of representatives, I must 
express my dissent to this provision, as it would exclude the gov- 
ernor from a joint participation with them in the exercise ofa lẹ- 
gislative power conferred upon him and them by the act of con- 
gress. 

The regulation of the salaries of public officers, T asit 
does the amountof taxes to be assessed upon the people, ìs a mea- 
sure of vital importance to the public interests, and upon which 
they are entitled to receive the action of the three branches of 
the legislature. And I-cannot but think that such a provision as 
this, if it was extended to all the public officers, would affect, if 
not destroy, their independence. Uncertain pay generally com- 
mands only the worst service. 

In this provision there is no limitation of the amount which the 
assembly might think proper to allow for the services of the attpr- 
ney general; and of course there is no limitation of the amount 
which the people may be taxed therefor. 

For these reasons I cannot approve this bill.

If‘writs’ or ‘process’ have been instituted since the passage of 
said act ‘of the 23d March,’ this bill declares they ‘shall be return- 
able at the term next after the day of issuing the same, anything 
in the second section of the said act to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing.” 

This would of course change the return day of a writ already 
issued, and require the defendant to appear and answer the suit 
on aday not mentioned in the writ, and of which he had no notice.

The records of this office show that Mr. George D. Dousman 
was the person last appointed receiver of said board; and it does 
not appear that Mr. Hathaway was ever duly appointed to that 
office and commissioned; or that he has given the bond and sécu- 
rity required by the statute to be given by the receiver. 

The second resolution authorizes ‘Joshua Hathaway to pay to 
Joshua Hathaway and Allen W. Hatch, the amount of money by 
them borrowed, together with the interest thereon, under a joint 
resolution of the legislative assembly, adopted in December last, 
entitled a resolution to authorize the register and receiver of the 
Milwaukee and Rock river canal to borrow certain moneys.’ 

No such resolution, as the one above cited, ever passed the Je- 
gislature; and therefore no money could have been borrowed, or 
liability incurred, on the part of the territory. : 

If the resolution above alluded to was one which was passed 
by the members of the council and house of representatives, at 
their informal meeting ‘in December last,’ then I object to it— 

Ist. That the resolution was passed at a session unauthorized 
by law, and without the sanction of, or presentation to, the three 
branches into which the legislative power of the territory is di- 
vided. ; 
2nd. That it is-not a law; and no money can, or ought to be 
borrowed on the faith of thè people of the territory, or drawn from 
the treasury, but by law. 

3rd. It authorized the borrowing of money to pay the delinquent 
taxes of the settlers on the Milwaukee canal linds, which is not 
a ‘rightful subject of legislation.? The power to borrow money on 
the faith of the people has not been granted to the legislature. 

4th. It is unjust to the citizens of other parts of the territory to 
tax them to pay the taxes of those settlers. 

5th. The canal lands belong to the territory until the consider- 
ation for the sale is paid; and the property of the territory is not f 


er re nT a E.

No other interest in the lands but that of the 
purchaser could be taxed or sold; and that interest is contingent 
on the payment of the purchase money. 

‘The territory owes nothing to Messs. Hathaway and Hatch, —.. 
They hold no demand against it which we are required to pay.— 
This money belongs to the territorial treasury, and not to the canal 
fund ; and, in my judgment, should be applied to territoria] purposes. 

But if there was any authority to tax these lands, the amount of 
the delinquent tax ought to be taken from the canal fund; and the 
register and receiver have not done their duty if thev have allowed 
them to be sold, if there was any part of this fund unexpended. If 
there was none, it was not right for the legislature to remit all of 
the interest, and to postpone the payment of the principal, due 
from the purchase of those lands. Certainly this is no reason why . 
the people of the territory should be taxed to supply the deficien- 
ey thus created in the fund. i 

On the whole, it seems that the purehasers of those lands have 
got the possession of them, by paying only ten per cent. of the 
purchase money; they occupy and enjoy them as their own, all fu- 
ture payments being indefinitely postponed; and it is now pro- 
posed to take money from the territorial treasury, and which be- 
longs to the people of the territory, to pay their taxes. _ 

The council and house of representatives, I am aware, have as- 
sumed the exclusive control of the canal fund and lands, by the 
appointment of the canal board; but I presume they will not deny 
the right of the executive to resist, by all the constitutional means 
in his power, any attempt to levy new taxes, or take the money 
from the treasury for such a purpose. And I cannot but notice 
the fact, that since these resolutions were introduced, the assem- 
bly has found it necessary to meet the demands of the public cred- 
itors for debts incurred by the legislature in former years, to pass 
a law to levy a direct tux upon real and personal property, which 
will, when collected, amount to several thousand dollars. And 
other laws have been passed ‘at thìs session, authorizing increased 
taxation in the towns and counties; and Jam unwilling to see 
them further increased, or to give occasion therefor, by the pas- 
sage of. these resolutions. J. D. DOTY.

The following message from the governor was délivered by his 
private secretary, Mr. Charles Doty, viz: 
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“To the Legislative Council: 

The bill entitled ‘An act to provide for the payment of the èx- 
penses of the legislative assembly,’ which originated in the coun- 
cil, and was received by me this morning, I return without my-sig~ 
nature, and I respectfully state the following objections thereto. 

The 117th number of the act of congress of the 18th of May, 
1842, provides “that the legislative assembly of no territory shall, 
hereafter, in ahy instance, or under any pretext whatever, exceed 
the amount appropriated by congress for its annual expenses.” 

The appropriation by congress for those expenses for the half 
year beginning the Ist of January, and ending the 30th of June, 

‘1843, is nineteen thousand two hundred and‘seventy-five dollars, 

The amount appropriated by this bill is $10,698 97; and the 
pay and mileage of the members is $8,683 30; amounting in all- 
to the sum of niheteen thousand. three hundred and seventy dol- 
lars and twenty-seven cents. 

' The items for expenses, previous to the first of January, 
amount to six thousand and seventy-one dollars and thirty-five 
cents. 

` These appear to me to be palpable violations of the above act of 
congress. 

There are many items in the bill for which no estimate was 
made by the secrétary of the treasury; and also many others which 
exceed those estimates. Of these I have only time to notice that 
they amount to more than six thousand dollars. 

The estimate for printing for the house, council and executive 
department, was three thousand dollars; and this Dill gives for 
-printing (and for newspapers, for which there was no estimate,) 
five thousand, two hundred and five dollars and fifty-six cents. I 
object to this, too, that it does not contain the proper or usual sum 
for printing for the executive department; and it allows a greater 
price for printing than that for which other printers offered to do 
the work. We are required by law, I think, to have the printing 
‘done in the cheapest and best manner; and I can discover no jus- 
tification for rejecting responsible bids, and giving twice the 
amount for which it could have been executed. 

The following items are for the illegal sessions held in Decem- 
ber and January last; and it must be fully known to every one, 
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that the application to congress to allow pay for those ‘sessions 
was not granied. They are, 

‘To Albert G. Ellis, as speaker, the sum of forty-two dollars, for 
the session of December, 1842, and January, 1848. To Moses 
M. Strong, for services as president of the council, eighty-four dol- 
jars. To Morgan L. Martin, for services as president of the coun- 
cil, eighty-four dollars.’ 

The act of congress of the 29th of August, 1842, provides, that 
‘no payment shall be made or allowed, unless the secretary of 
the treasury shall have estimated - therefor, and the object been 
approved by congress.’ 

‘In the adjustment of said accounts, [of the secretary of the ter- 
ritory,] no charge for the services of a greater number of officers 
and attendants shall be allowed than for one secretary and assist- 
ant secretary, or clerk, one sergeant-at-arms, or door-keeper, one 
messenger, and one fireman for each house of the legislature,’ 

- All of these provisions are violated by the provisions of this bill; 
and believing that the officers of the treasury must and will reject 
them, I cannot but regard them as an addition of their amount to 
the public debt of the territory created by charges of a simildr 
character in former years.

Those who voted in the negative, were 

Messrs. Heath, Hugunin, Newland, and Martin, (Pres’t,)—4. 

So the resolution was indefinitely postponed. 

The following message from the house of representatives was 
delivered by the clerk thereof, viz: 

“Mr. President: The house of representatives have appointed 

‘Messrs. Darling and Platt a committee on their part, to join with 
alike committee on the part of this house, to inform his excellen- 
cy the governor, that the two houses have completed the business 
before them, and are now ready to adjourn; and to ask him if he 
has any further communication to- make to them.”

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My. Whiton, from the committee on enrolled biils, made the 
following report, viz: 

“The committee on enrollment report, that they did on the 17th 
day of April, 1843, present to his excellency the governor for his 
approval, a bill entitled ‘A bill to provide for laying out several terri- 
torial roads therein named;’ also, a bill entitled ‘An act to provide 
for the payment of the expenses of the legislative assemblv;’ also, 
a bill entitled ‘An act concerning the time of commencing actions, 
and for other purposes; also, a bill entitled ‘An act for the relief 
of the inhabitants of the town of Fond du Lac, and in relation to 
town officers.’

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Mr. Rountree submitted the following resolution, which was 
unanimously adopted, viz: 

Resolved, That the thanks of the council are tendered to the 
Hon. M. L. Martin, for the able and impartial manner in which 
he has presided over the deliberations of this body a the 
present session. 

Mr. Rountree then moved that the council do nowadjourn sine 
die; and, 

The motion having been decided in the affirmative, 

The President declared the council adjourned, sine die.
